Year-round Prohibition Ap¬ 
plies to Entire District and 
All Classes of Animals; Open 
Mixing Stations at Vulcan 
and Brant 

At the regular meeting of the M.D. 
of Royal on May 13th - a by-law was 
provisionally passed jn council to pro¬ 
hibit domestic animals from running 
at large. With an ever-increasing 
number of farmers taking down their 
fences and farming out to the road al¬ 
lowance, this by-law will be welcomed 
by the majority. The main pait of the 
by-law reads: “Domestic animals shalf- 
be and Are hereby prohibited from 
running at large within the Municipal 
District of Royal, No. 158, in accord¬ 
ance with the following schedule . . .” 
The period of prohibition from run¬ 
ning at large is the whole year and 
the area of prohibition is the whole 
•district. Classes of animals coming 
under the by-law include horses, 
mules, asses, cattle, goats, geese, 
sheep and swine. 

Mr. Thos. Margetts of the Foothills 
School Division was present and inter¬ 
viewed the council in respect to the ar¬ 
rears of requisitions. 

It was moved by Mr. Spadth and 
carried unanimously that the District 
pay the sum of $1,009.00 at once on 
account of the arrears of requisitions. 

Letter from F. J. Graham, District 
engineer, Calgary, in respect to work 
on bridges in this distict to be under¬ 
taken this year was read. It was noted 
that a new bridge would be built be¬ 
tween 20-21, 18-25-4th and bridges ov¬ 
er the Little Bow river noj-th 31-16-26- 
4 and North IT- 16-2C- 1th would be re-1 
paired. 

A letter from the Hail Insurance 
Boaid of Alberta dealing with arrears 
of hail taxes was read to the council.

Building on Townsite of Vul- 


George Wesley Smith passed away 
at his home in Vulcan on May 17, fol¬ 
lowing an illness of five months. He 
was 82 years of age and was born at 
Notawa. Ontario, of U. E. Loyalist 
stock. In 1886 he married Lottie Bur¬ 
ton and for some years they lived in 
Essex County, Ontario. In 1906 they 
moved to Cayley. Mr. Smith was a 
rarpenteer by trade and built the old 
Macdonald block and other buildings 
in Cayley. In 1909 he homesteaded at 
Reid Hill, and the first building on the 
town site of Vulcan was erected by 
■him. Hfi-was a member of the Reid 
Hill church and an honorary member 
on the Board of deacons. He was pre¬ 
deceased by his wife in 1934, and is 
survived by three daughters and one 
son, Miss Flossie at home? Mrs. W. E. 
Myers and Mrs. L. G. Clifford of Reid' 
Hill, and Donald of the Berrywater 
district. One brother John Henry re¬ 
sides in Calgary and a sister Mrs. 
Lydia McFadden at Bell River, On¬ 
tario.

Vulcan District Heavily In- , 
fowled: Rain Would Be a Big 
Help Says Dominion Entom- , 
ologist 

The municipal grasshopper poison 
bait mixing station is operating at ca¬ 
pacity in the first stage of .the annual 
fight against the ’hopper menace. The 
unseasonably warm, dry weather of 
the past week has been conducive to 
the hatching of the eggs and as long 
I as the warm weather continues the 
hatching will be prolonged, making 
the campaign of poisoning much more 
difficult. Greatest period of infesta¬ 
tion at present appears to be the west 
district but 'hoppers are appearing in 
j increasing numbers in the south and 
| other districts. 

i A heavy rain at this time would be 
of untold benefit in combatting the 
i grasshoppers. R. M. White, Dominion 
j entomologist, states that a good rain 
I followed by a few days of warm wea- 
j ther would hatch a large percentage of 
the eggs and a concentrated attack 
would be possible at once, instead of 
the longer campaign of poisoinng 
made necessary by a prolonged hatch¬ 
ing season. 

M atch For Eggs 

Farmeis are advised by the entomol¬ 
ogist to be on the watch for unhatch¬ 
ed eggs and as long as the ’hoppers 
are not doing any damage to hold oft 
spreading bait. However, as soon as 
they appear in dangerous numbers he 
recommends spreading poison and fill¬ 
ing in land locations where bait was 
spread on the bait receipts. This en¬ 
ables the dej^rtment and municipali¬ 
ties to better conduct the fight against 
the pests. 

Farmers are advised to be on guard 
to cope with a heavy hatch and ser¬ 
ious trouble should a heavy rain fol¬ 
lowed by warm weather come. In this 
case no time should be lost in rueet 
ing the situation, as the Vulcan dis¬ 
trict is charted as being one of the 
.centres of heaviest grasshopper infes¬ 
tation. / 

Moisture at this time would bring 
the pale western cutworms out above 
the soil where they would be subject to 
the attacks of parasites and other ene¬ 
mies and thus would be of double bene¬ 
fit to the farmers. 

Crops Looking Good 

Despite the lack of moisture crops 
are making good growth and the dry 
season has had no apparent effect as 
yet. Plants are well looted and are 
stooling out good. A good rain with¬ 
in the next day or so would be very 
welcome and would carry them into 
June.

considering an insurance offer which 
is at the rate of 2 Vi cts. per person 
and.would be in effect from May 25 at 
noon to May 27 at noon. On each per¬ 
son a maximum of $10,000 could be 
collected, with total maximum of $200- 
000. The premium would cost $750, 

Out of town children will congregate 
at schools provided for, until they can 
move off to their points of station at 
2 p.m. to be ready for the royal pro¬ 
cession. It is expected that city blocks 
to accommodate school children will 
be so marked. 

Street car service will be augmented 
between the hours of 9 o’clock, in the 
morning and 12 noon, M*y 26, to han¬ 
dle children coming into the city by 
special trains. Street car service will 
be suspended in the vicinity of the 
"royal route from 2 o’clock in the after¬ 
noon until the departure of Their Ma¬ 
jesties. 

More than 600 men and women and 
20 doctors have volunteered their ser¬ 
vices for first aid duty along the Royal 
route. During the Royal procession, 
there will be eight first-aid men to 
each block in the congested areas, and 
four in the others. The general hospi¬ 
tal have undertaken to erect four 
small hospitals in the congested areas. 

Insurance for Bleachers 

All building bleachers, besides hav¬ 
ing the approval of both the chief of 
police and the city engineer, must 
themselves take out liability insurance. 
It was moved that the chief of police 
be given the ‘power to grant applica¬ 
tions for the building of bleachers, 
subject to the approval of the building 
department of the city. 

One man in the city, the committee 
was told, has already been given per¬ 
mission to erect bleachers on the east 
side of the cut north of the Centre 
street bridge. The man told city offic¬ 
ials he should be able to accommodate 
some 15,000 persons on this proposed 
structure.

rv ER the air and through the press, the Canadian 
people are being informed of the progress through 
Canada of Their Majesties, King George and Queen Eliza¬ 
beth.

For example the thous¬ 
ands of people who are pouring in to Edmonton from the 
vast Peace River country—that in itself is a thrilling trib¬ 
ute to any monarch. It is not unlikely that this may be one 
of the impressive memories that Their Majesties will carry 
home with them. Perhaps, as they note the throngs of 
children gathered at all the stopping points along the line,

THE TALK ABOUT A FLAG 


'J'HERE are far more serious matters for our legisla¬ 
tors to deal with in these days than the question of a 
flag for Canada. While that is true, it is difficult to under¬ 
stand why advocates of a distinctive flag come in for so 
mu<h criticism. Australia and New Zealand, populated al¬ 
most w holly by people of British blood, have their flags and 
loyalty to the Crown is just as strong in those Dominions 
as in any other part of the British Commonwealth. It is on¬ 
ly recently that King George approved a national flag for 
Burma upon it obtaining new national status. 

If Canada’s loyalty is "endangered by having a national 
flag, then it is a mighty weak kind of loyalty that holds us 
within the Empire. It usually turns out that the greater 
freedom a Dominion possesses, tlie stronger is its devotion 
to the King and the Empire. Mr. Lapointe suggests a Cana¬ 
dian flag, with th£ Union Jack incorporated in it. That 
might satisfy those who fear Canada might break away

Life Insurance 


In Suit Against Cree Hender¬ 
son and Henderson Secretar¬ 
ial School; May Be Appealed 


New Gasser North of Brooks

Judgment for $15,000 damages was 
awarded the Garbutt Business College, 
Ltd., against Cree J. Henderson and 
the Henderson Secretarial ^School, Ltd. 
in a judgment handed down in su¬ 
premo court by Mr. Justice W.R. How- 
son. 

In addition, his lordship granted an 
injunction restraining Mr. Henderson 
from carrying on the Henderson Sec¬ 
retarial School or being employed by 
the Henderson Secretarial School, Ltd. 
for a period of five years from May 31, 
1938. 

His Lordship held that the Garbutt 
Business College suffered damages 
when its former principal, Mr. Hen¬ 
derson, opened another business col¬ 
lege in Calgary, contrary to an agree¬ 
ment. • 1 

Hugh Farthing, counsel for defen¬ 
dants, said that an appeal would prob¬ 
ably be issued, and that the injunction 
did not prevent Henderson schools car¬ 
rying on, if Mr. Henderson was not 
employed. 


Extending Albertea possibilities in 
gas and oil, the big strike at Steve¬ 
ville is regarded as very important. 

The well blew wild, carrying liquid 
all over the prairie and at the start 
the gas flow ran over 15,000,000 cubic 
feet. Drilled by the Anglo-Canadian 
company, it is proving a new field, 
north of Brooks and adjacent to a rail¬ 
way. 

The showings of heavy, black crude 
were observed with interest but in the 
early stages, operators were unable to 
determine its value as an oil produce.r. 
It is undeniably a great gas producer, 
indicating the presence of great bodies 
of gas underlying various stratas of 
the province. 

By pumping 500 bags of heavy bar- 
oid into the well, gas pressure was fin¬ 
ally killed, but the gravity of oil show¬ 
ing cannot be determined for some 
time. A test will be taken this week. 

Oil men said the Steveville well had 
not only opened up what appeared to 
be a large crude field, but a gas field 
which might be of importance to the 
city of Calgary as a gas supply. It 
would, also be feasible, they said, to 
build a pipeline to supply Moose Jaw 
and Regina with Steveville gas. The 
present flow from the- well is estimat¬ 
ed at 15,000,000 cubic feet daily.

E ngine 2850 of the Canadian 
Pacific motive power fleet — 
semi-streamlined Hudson type, 
last-minute word in locomotive 
construction—will haul the Royal 
Train from Quebec to Vancouver 
and 25 Canadian Pacifio engineers, 
each selected for his record and 
ability, will in turn handle the 
throttle during the coaat-to-coast 
run. From the time the royal 
train leaves Quebec City May 16 
until it arrives In Vancouver May 
29, the engine will provide the 
‘power for the trip of more than 
three thousand miles, a run not 
heretofore carried out by any one 
engine on the North American 
Continent. 

Canadian Pacific engineers, fire¬ 
men, conductora and trainmen to 
a total of 110 men will man the 

Royal Train on the Company’s 


lines, and an equal number select¬ 
ed with equal care will handle the 
Pilot Train which haa been pro¬ 
vided for newspapermen, police 
and accompanying officials. The 
honor of being first engineer to 
pilot the locomotive of the train 
bearing Their Majesties King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
when they visit Canada, however, 
goes to Eugene Leclerc, (fhset) 
quiet-spoken French-Canadian lo¬ 
comotive engineer who haa 48 
years’ service with the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. Nearly 38 yeara 
ago when the late King George V 
and Queen Mary, then Duke and 
Duchess of Cornwall and York, 
visited Canada. Eugene I<eclerc 
waa fireman on their train from 
Quebec City to Montreal. This 
time he will be engineer for the 
tarns run. 


Comparison of the above pic¬ 
tures of the new locomotive of 
the same series as 2850 and old 
No. 360, which powered the royal 
train on the 1901 tour, and whirl) 
was one of the best in service t»t 
that time, shows the great strides 
made in engineering in the past 
four decades. 

Locomotive 2850 is one of the 
new semi-streamlined engines 
built last year for the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company. It 
weighs 363.900 pounds, more than 
four times as much aa the original 
90,000-pound engine, and has a 
tractive effort of 57,000 pounds as 
compared to the 13,400 pounds of 
old 360. No. 2850 ia being care¬ 
fully cheeked for the trip and will 
be beautifully painted in royal 
colors for the tour ever 
Pacific lUtea,
